I’ve  attended  several  coin  auctions  this  summer  and 
have  been  lucky  enough  to  always  find  something  that  will  improve  a  col¬ 
lection  for  me.  Whenever  possible  at  an  auction  I  ask  for  permission  to 
promote  coin  clubs  and  shows  in  the  area  and  usually  meet  several  new 
people  at  every  auction.  For  those  of  you  who  don’t  know  me  yet,  please 
introduce  yourself;  I  know  we  can  find  something  about  coins  to  discuss. 

This  fall  I’m  going  to  try  something  new.  I  was  contacted  [\  the  local 
area  community  college  to  teach  a  non  credit  education  course  on 
numismatics.
